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A rotary electronic apparatus to count Muslim or non-Muslim prayers/recitations 



An electronic hand held rosary apparatus with beads counting digital mechanism and storing such counts of 
various Muslim /non-Muslim prayers/recitations in separately identifiable registers (with keys or vocal 
means). The goal is to facilitate the worshipper in knowing the specific counts of prayers made and 
therefore derive gratification in doing the correct religious worship/meditation. 
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
